Cabinet Meeting Today Will Con- 
sider the Question of an Extra 
Session in its Fullness and 
Determine Probably the 
President’s Course. 


Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—While 
the president is bowed down by erlef and 
anxiety. occasioned by the perhaps fata! 
iliness of his wife, there is a ficree agi- 
tation going on in the political world as 
to whether an extra session of congress 
should be called to untangie the Philip- 
pine snarl. 

It seems that Representative Livingston 
sizes up the situation from an adminis- 
tration standpoint in his recent interview 
when he stated that many of ihe presi- 
dent’s advisors deemed an extra session 
inevitable in view of the recent decision 
of the supreme court in the insular cases. 

It is said now that Senator Spvoner, the 
author of ‘the Philippine amendment to 

- the arm bill, admits that in the light of 
the decision of the supreme court, ihe 
president has no authority to levy cus- 
toms duties upon goods coming from the 
“Philippines into the United States. It is 
‘the wish of the president to avert an ex- 
tra session and tomorrow’s cabinet meet- 
ing may point the way by which the pres- 
ent duty on products from the Philippines 
may be retained without a specia] session 
of congress.

'. A further indication of the seriousness 
of-Mrs.. McKinley’s condition is the deter- 
mination of the French ambassador to de- 
Jay this departure for Europe, which had 
been planned for next Thursday. Ambas- 
sador Cambon called at the white house 
this ‘morning to make his official adieu 
to the president. During the interview 
Mrs. ‘McKinley's condition was naturally 
referred to. In view of the interest the 
president of the French republic has man- 
ifested in Mrs. McKinley’s illness Ambas- 
sador Cambon said tonight that he had 
concliuxied not to sail for Europe next 
Thursday, as originally intended, but will 
delay his departure ‘for the present, owing 
to the iliness of Mrs. McKiniey. 
Mrs. McKinley had a comfortable night, 
after a rather bad day yesterday, and Dr. 
‘Rixey did nut afrive at the white house 
until 9 o’clock this morring. Shortiy af- 
ter 10 o’clock he was joined by Surgeon 
General Sternberg and Dr. Johnston, and 
a@ little later by Dr. Osler, who had been 
summoned from Baltimore. They remain- 
ed in consultation until 11 o’clock, and 
fifteen minutes later Secretary Cortelyou 
gave out the following statement: ;

Tragedy in’ Parlor of ° Hote 
~ Vernon, Chicago 


WOMAN WAS SHOT TWICE 


Her Slayer Intended to Commit Sui- 
cide After the Murder, But He 
Lacked the Nerve — The 
Parties Were Both 
Actors. 


Chicago, June 3.—Edward Forshay, of 
‘Kansas City, an actor and assistant mtn- 
ager of theatrical ‘companies, toright shot 
and killed Miss Edna Stokes, an actress, 
whose home is at Sedalia, Mo., . with 
whom he was deeply in Jove. Forshay 
claims to have met Miss Stokes in St. 
Louis six years ago when they were both 
playing an engagement. The couple 
played in different cities of the country 
until last fall, when they came to Chi- 
cago and became members of the stock 
company playing at the Victoria the- 
-ater. | 

Forshay evidently intended to take his 
life after killing the woman, for upon his 
person when he was arrested were let- 
ters bidding fare. ell to his mother, Mrs. 
J. M. Forshay, 1323 Broadway, Kansas 
City, Mo., and another to Chief of Police 
O'Neill, of this city. 

The couple had engaged in a desnerate 
quarrel three days ago and Forshay is 
said to have beatén the actress bad!’ 
cutting her head in two places. Miss 
Stokes -gave orders to the proprietor of 
the Vernon hotel, at which she was ston- 
ping, that Forshay should not be admit- 
ted to her presence, and, although he 
called there twice during the early part 
of the evening, he was compelled to leave 
by the attendants. Later he called and 
the proprietor told him that- he could 
wait in the, parlor, where Miss Stokes 
would see him. She canie down . from 
her room and the couple talked for about 
ten minutes, when Forshay 
pulled a revolver and fired two shots, one 
passing’ through the right lung and the 
other close to the heart. She died almost 
instantly. 

After killing the woman Forshay ran, 
but was arrested. When taken to the 
police station he said that he intended: to 
kill himself, as he could not live without 
Miss Stokes’s love, but that his nerve 
failed at the last minute. 


BURNS HELD UP AND ROBBED.

Posse Pursues—Two of the Robbers 
Captured. 

Newcastle. Pa., June 3.—One of the most 
daring hold-ups ever perpetrated in this 
part of the sfafe took place in El'!wood 
CRty this afternoon. Three unmasked 
men met Costen Burns, an aged and 
wealthy resident of that place, who start- 
ed today to his quarries with $2,100 to 
pay his hands. Just in the rear cf the 
Ellwood Seamless Tube Worxs, almcst 
in the heart of the town, he met three 
Strangers in a rig. They accos‘ed him 
and he entered into conversation with 
them. Suddenly one of the trio, a large 
man wearing black goggles, stepped into 
Burns's buggy and seized him by the 
throat. One of the others seized the 
satchel containing the cash intended for 
the quarrymen and jumped into hits own 
rig. The man with the goggles followed 
and the three lashed their horse t> a run 
and disappeared before Burns could re- 
cover frém the attack. A posse was hesti- 
ly organized and came wpon the hignway- 
nen about two miles from the s:ene 
of the robbery. A heavy exchange of shots 
took place between pursuers and pursued. 
One of the robbers was crippled by a 
shot and Was an easy victim, while the 
leader, the man withthe goggles, was 
captured after his ammunition was ex- 
pended. Over $00 was found on ‘ihe sec- 
ond robber’s person, but the third man 
escaped and is yet at ‘arge w.:i $1,700 of 
the stolen money. The prisoners @re 
strangers here and absolutely refuse to 
talk. The man who cscaped went in the 
direction of the Ohio line.

It 
was in the examination of veniremen, 
when the prosecuting attorney asked the 
first man, ‘‘Have you conscientious scru- 
ples against capital punishment?” 

For a moment only the prisoner covered 
her eyes and wept. Soon she became com- 
posed and watched the proc2eadings with 
interest.

WITHORAWS. RESIGHATION 
OF THE SENATORSHIP 


Says He Does So for the Sake of the 
Peace, Prosperity and Happi- 
ness of the People—That 
a Campaign Would Be 
a Calamity. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 3.—Senator Mc- 
Laurin, under date of Bennettsville, S. 
C., has written Governor McSweeney the 
following letter acceding to the gov- 


‘ernor’s request that he withdraw his res- 


ignation: 

‘My Dear Sir: Your letter of the 3ist 
of May. in which you decline to accept 
my resignation as United States sena- 
tor, is received. A 

“The grounds upon which your declina- 
tion its predicated are that the people 
are entitled to one year of peace and 
freedom from political battles and bitter- 
ness, and that a campaign this year 
would be a calamity to the state, to be 
torn asunder by a heated canvass in the 
off year in politics without any possible 
g00d to’ come of it. 

“As an additional reason you suggest 
that any disturbance of the harmony 
of the people in their work for the 
achievement of the material prosperity 
of the state might result in retarding 
this progress. I appreciate fully the 
force of the reasons given by you and 
the effects upon the people of the state 
of a heated and strife-producing con- 
test for United States senator this year. 
For the sake of the ‘peace, prosperity 
and happiness of the people of this state’ 


I am willing to hold on to my commis- 


sion of United States senator and to 
continue to serve the state as I have 
done in the past to the ‘best of my abil- 
ity.’ 7 

‘But, In retaining my seat in the sen- 


ate, I will not consent to be handicapped 


or bossed by any one claiming a right 
to’: judge my motives and actions. I 
propose to exercise my judgment on all 


national questions under the influence 


of a high sense of responsibility to the 
people and to work for the upbullding 
of the political and material interests 
of my state. I recognize fully my ac- 
countability to the sovereign people and 
am ‘always ready to give a strict account 
of my -offictal acts to them. Your sug-. 
gestion that it is not the purpose of your 
official action ‘to prevent the fullest and 
freest discussion of all public questions 
and -the ‘education of the people along 
all political lines,’ is in accord with your 
patriotic coufse in reference to thé res- 
ignations, 

“The people are entitled to hear both 
sides of these questions and to form judg- 
ment. Personalities and bitterness in a 
joint debate would interfere with a fair 
and full suggestion of them, and; instead 
of. educating, would mislead and deceive 
them. All that I have: claimed is this 


| right of the people and my right to en- 
them on the questions whenever 
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affirmed that my dcctrines were political 
heresies and hyrtful to the people. My 
wish is that all public questions may be 
freely. and fully discussed before the 
people, .and. I will’ be content to abide 
by their decision upon them. [In con- 
senting to hold on to my commission, I 
wish it understood that it is in response 
to your patriotic appeal that it is for 
the good. of the state, and not because 
I feared to go before the people and 
discuss with the senior senator, or oth- 
the national issues of the day. I 
am a public servant of the people, and 
it is my duty and pleasure always to 
promote their interests in every way I 
can.’’

: Combination. 

New York, June 3.—The Press tomorrow 
will say that one tremendous consolida- 
tion of all the railroads operating be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the Pa- 
cific coast promises to resuJt from a set- 
tlement of the differences which caused 
the. Northern Pacific corner. 

The Press will say that it “is able to 
announce on the highest authority that 
not only have the differences been settled 
between the Morgan-Hill faction and the

He 
refused to say how many of the machin- 
ists had returned to work at the regular 
hour this morning in accordance with the 
ultimatum given them at all the shops, 
but said that the road was filling the

sume work, 
Strike at Newport News. 

Newport News, Va., June 3.—The ma- 
chinists in the emplov of the Newport 
News Shipbuliding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany, to the number of 500, Which vir- 
tually includes all the skilled mechan- 
ics in .the machine department went on 
Strike this morning, their demande for 
a shorter working day having been re- 
fused by Superintendent Post. 

The men conducted themselves is an 
orderly manner, making no demonstra- 
tions and going their respective ways as 
soon as the last of the machinists who 
had gone in came out to join them after 
Securing their tools. 

The men conducted themselves in an

Int2rnationhl Association. 

. Toronto, Ont., June o.—The annual con- 
vention of the International Association 
of Machinists opened here today. About 
two hundred delegates were present. 
Mayor Howland, on behalf of the city, 
extended cordial welcome to the visiters 
and expressed the hope that -the strike 
would be satisfied to their satisfaction. 

In his annual address, President O’Con- 
nell: showed that during the past two 
years 197 charters were issued with a 
membership of 7,404. During his term, 
the executive board had _ approved 
of sixty-six strikes, involving 9,650 
machinists, of which forty-one were 
won, settled on, compromise, and ten 
lost. The locals engaged in 246 strikes, 
involving 12,192 men. Two hundred lodges 
reported having settled 595 erievances 
without a strike. Increased rate for over- 
time had been obtained in 765 shops. The 
president asked that the law be changed 
so as to compe! local unions before strik- 
ing to obtain the*consent of the grand 
Mdge. Regarding piece work the address 
recommended either to accept it on con- 
dition that the employer will untonize 
his shop or to declare war against the 
entire system. } 

“A reduction in the hours of labor has 
been our hope since the association start- 
ed,’ continued the president. “Up to May 
Ist the number of shops working less than 
ten hours per day was only 1,870. I am 
firmly convinced that our nine-hour move- 
ment will result in reducing the hours 
of labor for 150,000 machinists.” 

President O’Connell promised to bring 
in supplemental reports on the strike 
question during the convention. He also 
recommends that the minimum month!y 
dues be placed at 75 cents, 35 cents of 
which is to be paid to the grand lodge. 
A number of changes in the loan system, 
insurance, sick benéfits and constitution 
in general are recommended. 


STRUCK DOWN BY A NEGRO. 


Old Lady Attacked While She Was 
Rocking a Baby. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 3.—While rock- 
ing a baby tn her home on Second street 
and Wceodland avenue this afternoon, Mrs. 
Mary Schuler, seventy vears old, was 
struck down with a hatchet by a negro, 
who appeared suddeniy before her. Mrs. 
Schuler's skull was fractured and eghe 
cannot live. -The negro escapei ard is 
hbéing searched. for by a large number 
of neighbors and policemen. The motive 
was robbery. 

Neighbors were attracted to the Schuler 
house by the womran’s screans. Mrs. 
Schuler staggered from the house, bieed- 
ing from the wound in H®r head. On the 
floor near where she had sat was a pool 
of blood. Bureau drawers had been 
searched, trunks had been ransacked and 
bedding had been dragged from the bed 
by the negro in his search for valuables. 
Mrs Schuler was able to repeat weakly 
“nigger, nigger,” and then lapsed into 
unconsciousness. 

Later, during a period of momentary 
consciousness she described her assaijant 
and a crowd that had gathered aided ty a 
squad of police, began a search of the 
neighborhood. The house was situated in 
a poor district near the railroad tracks, 
and as the search for the m&n grew in 
proportions, the belief gained ground that 
he had escaped on a passing train. As 
news of the affair circulated, the, excite- 
ment became intense and threats of lynch- 
ing were made freely. 

Half a dozen arrests were made, but. no 
tangible evidence against any of the sus- 
pects was found, Mrs. Schuler was taken 
to St. Joseph’s hospital, where examina-

Many Gathered To Witness the 
Opening Exercises—The Home’ 
Well Equipped for Taking 
Care of Soldiers—Many 
Ladies Present, 


The hallowed memories of a generation 
were rehearsed again as the gray-haired 
remnants of the grandest army that 
ever moved ‘in tide of times” gathered 
yesterday .beneath the domicile that 
Georgia owed them years ago. 

The Confederate Soldiers’ Home {s at 
last a fact. Last night it sheltered 
twenty-four as brave and loyal. hearts 
as ever fesponded to the bugle’s call to 
charge. There beneath the shade of 
trees which. soften the sun's rays upon 
their spacious home, surrounded by their 
friends and their comrades in arms of 
other days—those who have worked with 
untiring energy to see the home a real 
ity—they sat them down to rest. with 
peace and comfort to crown -the -last of 
their valorous days. 

Despite the rain and continued threat- 
ening weather hundreds of veterans, 
wives and sons and daughters and 
granichildren of veterans gathered at 
the soldiers’ home yesterday morning to 
witness the exercises which would for- 
mally dedicate it to the noble cause for 
which it was designed thirteen years 
ago, when it was etill only an idea, but 
an idea with a purpose behind it.

To 
the right of the speakers’ table sat the 
trustees of the home and many ladies, 
members of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and other patriotic societies. 
Under the trees before the plazza stood 
many to whom the exercises were of 
deep significance—the veteran whose 
floodgates of memory were opened, the 
youth who esteems the heritage of valor 
and of truth that {s his. 

There with bared heads, all heard the 
exercises through, and not a few hand- 
kerchiefs sought eyes when President 
W. L. Calhoun, closing the day, in voice 
marked with deep emotion, sald: 

“This is the proudest day of my life, 
when I can welcome these, my comrades, 
to their home. I now formally declare the 
doors of the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
opened.”’ «

ans already positively admitted to the 
home arrived there yesterday And were 
assigned to their rooms. White hairs 
and crutches were in evidence. The first 
of the inmates of the home to arrive wag 
Curran Becton, from Jefferson county, 
who served in the First Battalion, Geor- 
gia sharpshooters.

He 
had drawn his pension for the year, byt 
friends made up the pro rata part of it, 
amounting to $35, refunded it to the state, 
and he became an inmate of the home.

Tefi days’ rain just 
at this time or a itttie later would be 
almost disastrous to a great many va- 
rieties; but if we have fair weather dur- 
ing the ripening period there should not 
be any great amount of rot, | 

“I would advise the growers to spray 
their orchards about the time the fruit, 
begins to color with copper acetate at 
the rate of six ounces to fifty gallons 
of water. This wiil prevent the rot to 
Ome extent and will put the fruit in 
much better condition for carrying to the 
markets. Bordeaux mixture would be 
better than copper acetate: but’ if ap- 


plied within two or three weeks of the. 


ripenin~ of the fFfuit, it would ‘likely 
leave a blue stain onthe fruit. For late 
applications, therefore, ‘copper acetate is 
preferred.’’

Itis true many orchards have been 
neglected and are weakened. In cases of 
this kind the crop is Hght. but to make 
up for this shortage there are thousands 
of young trees coming in with their first 
yield. Everything indicates the season 
is near at hand. Everybody is getting a 
peach season move on them. Armour & 
Co. are sending in ice by the train load 
and filling their large ice house. The 
Georgia Fruit Package Company is ship- 
ping crate material by the wagen loads 
and car loads.

President ‘Branson Is Giving All of 
His Time and Care to the’ School 
and the ‘Result Is Now 
Becoming .More and 
More’ Apparent. 


Athens, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Al- 
though the State Normal school com- 
mencement -occurs next December, this 
institution, being a part'of the University 
of Georgia, is deserving of a notice in 
this centennial month. 

During: the six years of its existence 
it has never been in better condition 
than at present, nor has it ever afforded 
to the teachers of Georgia more gonuine 
educational advantages than it does now, 

President E.-C. Branson’s administra- 
tion has already proved an eminent suc- 
cess. He has dropped his work as pro- 
fessor of psychology and logic in the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and is devoting his 
entire time to the State Normal school. 

There have been many improvements 
made at the normal school recently. The 
interiors of the dormitories have: been 
completely renovated and disinfected, 
and the rooms made clean, comfortable 
and attractive. A new and larger kitchen 
has been built and equipped with mod- 
ern conveniences. The dining room has 
been supplied with new linen, crockery, 
silverware, etc. 

The new sewer line has also been com- 
pleted and closets, bath tubs and lavato- 
ries have been supplied. 

The dormitory is now under the man- 
agement of Professor D. L. Earnest, who 
is assisted by Mrs. Mary 2. Lane and 
Mrs. Susie B. Reeves as housekeeper and 
matron, respectively. The recent settle- 
ment with .the students showed that 
their expenses for food, lodging, fuel, 
lights and laundry amounted to only 
$7.68 per month. 

The model school department and that 
of manual training are being rapidly 
developed. Robert C. Ogden, of New 
York, has recently aided in this work. 
The library movement is succeeding ad- 
mira ly, and there are now over 1,000 vol- 
umes on the shelves. 

Professor Euler B. Smith has estab- 
lished a course of instruction.in common 
school music teaching.

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RECENT STORM DID GREAT DAMAGE 
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Bakersville, N. C., Jund 3.—(Special.j— 
The following circular letter has been is- , 
sued by the mayor and commissioners of 
this stricken place with the request that 
all the southern and northern papers pub- 


lish: 

‘There is a tide in the affairs of men, taken 
at the flood, leads on to’’ destruction. Our 
quiet little town nestling neath the lofty moun- 
tains, hitherto undisturbed by dire disasters, 
was, on the 2Iist of May, visited by the most 
disastrous od ever known to our people. 

On the night of the 20th instant, a gale

Scarcely 
had they gotten out of their houses until the

whole valley within which our town is situated 
presented a scene alarming, appalling and ab- 
solutely indescribable, 

With mighty rush and roar, bearing upon its 
furious bosom the debris of demolished barns, 
dwelling houses, grist and sawmills, store- 
houses with entire cottents, live stock and 
growing crops, the flood came like a mighty 
avalanche, and in its mad rush drove to ruin 
the entire part of the town on Water street. 

Mingled with this maddening rush of turbid 
waters and crushing houses were to be heard 
the piteous cries of those astride floating build- 
ings, rushing on to watery graves, begging and 
screaming and praying for help in sight of the 
multitude drenched by the mighty downpour 
of rain, anxious to save, buflippveries to 
help, It is not known how n'y lives have 
been lost, nor is it known how many dwelling 
houses, mills and storehouses were swept away. 
A conservative estimate would fix the number 
at about 500. Men whose judgment is re- 
girded as safe, put the damage in the entire 
county at one million dollars, 

The damage to this town alone will reach 
near one hundred thousand dollars. In the

“The Supreme Court Is a Decayed 
Spot in Our Constitution.”’ 
Memphis, Tenn., June 3.—The Commer- 
cial Appeal tomorrow will publish the 
following interview with United States 
Senator E. W. Carmacsa, with regard to 
the recent insular decisions by the su- 

preme court.: 

“The decisions,’’ said Mr. Carmack, ‘‘do 
not seem to have satisfied everybody. I 
see that some of the friends of the ad- 
ministration are demanding a re-argu- 
ment of the cases in order to have the 
opinion of the court modified in certain 
particulars. 

“If the administration really wants to 
modified I have no doubt that it will be 
modified in accordance with its desires. 

“The majority of the court evidently 
started out with the fixed purpose of 
making the opinion of the court accord 
with the policy of the administration. 
They made the mistake of trying to com- 
promise with their own congciences and 
were guilty of a contemptible and cow- 
ardly piéce of sophistry and intellectual 
juggling. Nobody, even of those who 
were most confident in their opinion.that 
the government ts limited in.its taxing 
power by the constitution in the territo- 
ries, as well as in the states, had had 
any doubt that the supreme court would 
decide otherwise. 


“The decision emphasizes anew the fact - 


that the supremé court is a decayed spot 
in our constitution. In the income tax 
deision the supreme court stripped the 
government of important powers which 
it had possessed for more than 100 years. 
These decisions clothe it with powers 
which, for more than 100 years, have been 
denied it. Both decisions almost justify 
one in believing that the court which was 
once régarded as the mainstay of the 
constitution has become a yevolutionary 
tribunal, engaged in the work of de- 
struction. 

“I know it is fashtonable to describe 
every man who expresses such senti- 
ments as an anarchist, but they are sim- 
ply the sentiments which the four minor- 
ity justices express concerning the opin- 
ion of the other five. 

“My opinion is that those who are so 
intent on breaking down the limitations 
of the constitution and in teaching the 
people to despise it will rue the day, for 
they are the very class of people who 
have appealed to it again and again for 
protection against extreme radical legis- 
lation. They cannot continue forever 
using the constitution to protect their 
rights and breaking through it whenever 
it suits their purposes. The great anchor 
of a popular government is reverence for 
established principles. When this is lost, 
the government is at the mercy of every 
storm. 

“The great object of my fear,’ said 
Thomas Jefferson, ‘is the federal ju- 
diciary.’ His fear has been justified,.”’

M. E. Hill, (Monticello,”’ 
and requested Mr. Winslow to allow 
bearer, Mr. Winn, to: see my brother, Joe 
I... Barnes, as they are old friends.”’ 

Ferguson stated that the woman gave 
him a railroad ticket and money. Fergu- 
con. said he ate three pieces of the sandy 
timself, not knowing that it was poison- 
ed. Mrs. McWilliams, on his return to 
Quincy, told him the candy was _ poisoned, 
and that it was a wonder he was not dead, 
too. she having received a telegram an- 
nouncing the death of Dr. Barnes that 
afternoon.

Barnes and William Webo 
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WELLS ARE OLD 


In These Days the Value of the 
Flow Was Wholly Unknown, 


MONEY 1S NOW. COMING IK 


Capitalists Are Sinking Whsre Old 
Plants Were Made, and a Rush 
Is Being Made for the 
Fields—Supply Said 
To Be Abundant. 


Lexington, Ky., June 3.—(Special.)— 
Kentucky’s oil boom has been launched 
and thousands of capital is centering in 
the oil regions. The first oil was struck 
in Wayne county in the yéar 1828 by Mar- 
tin Beatty, who was drilling for sal? wa- 
ter with a spring pole near the mouth of 
Troublesome creek. on the Big South Fork 
of the Cumberland river. At a depth of 
170 feet he struck a dark fluid which at 
once earned the name of ‘Devil's tar,” 
because it ruined the salt well. Beatty 
drilled another well and made sakt. He 
afterwards served a term in congress and 
secured an appropriation for a‘road to his 
salt works. 

Some few barrels of this oll, ‘‘Devil’s 
tar.” as it was then known, was rafted 
down the Cumberland and Mississippi 
rivers and shipped to Liverpool, England. 
The well began to spout o!l when the 
driilers abandoned it, and thousands. of 
barrels flowed in the Big South Fork. 
By some means the oil ignited and the 
surface of the stream became a flaming 
furnace. The fire swept down the river 
for miles. Trees were charred and rocks 
blackened and cracked. The next strike 
was made in 1867 on the Huffaker farm, 
near Slickford. The men were also drill- 
ing for salt water, and at a depth of 160 
feet struck a heavy flow of oil, which 
ran off in the reek and spoiled all tite 
geese and caused Huffaker several law 
suits. 

About one hundred wells have been 
drilled in Wayne county that produce all 
the way from one barrel to one hundred 
barrels per day The oil is a dark green, 
from 38 to 42 gravity and is very fine. 
It is found anywhere from 16 to 1,200 feet 
and the sand varies from 28 to 42 feet 
in depth. In 18909 A. H. Hovey, within a 
few miles of the Huffaker well, on the 
Cy Brown farm, at Slickford, from three 
wells produced 2,200 barrels in fifty-one 
days, but as there was no market for 
the oil the wells were shut gown. These 
wells vary from 250 to 350 feet in depth, 
the sand from 32 to 38 feet. A number of 
wells were also drilled on the Shearer 
farm; e+ Gap creek, at ‘the same time. 
Three of them were g06d producers, but 
they were also shut down, and’ since 
have been flooded and ruined.

The executive committee of the trustees 
of the Greenville Female college met to- 
day and elected Professor E. C, James, of 
Chase City, Va., president of the Green- 
ville Female college, vice Dr. E. H. Mur- 
fee, resigned. Professor James has been 
connected with prominent schoois for 
some years and comes with fine testi- 
monials and varied experience. He was 
educated at ‘Richmond college and uni- 
versities in Paris and Leipsic. Ha taught 
German and French for three years at+¢ 
the Woman's college in Richmond, and 
has been for four years head of the South 
Side academy, Chase City, Va. His con- 
tinuanee with Chase City school was 
much desired by trustees, but President 
James has decided to come to Green- 
ville. He will enter upon duties as presi- 
dent of the Greenville Female college on 
July ist.

Grady’s Last Service. 


The tract of land upon which we are now 
assembled, containing 119%, acres, was pur- 
chased for the home on the 3lst of May, 1889, 
and the last service of Mr. Grady was in ad- 
vising the committee on location in gelecting 
the site for the building; for, unfortunately 
for the home, certainly for its early opening, 
on December 23, 1889, death overtook him, and 
while in the full development of his physical 
and intellectual manhood his spirit took its 
flight and went out into the great ocean 
where the shadows lie. Very soon thereafter 
I was honored by being selected his successor 
as president of the board of trustees. On me- 
morial day, April 26, 1890, the cornerstone was 
laid with imposing ceremonies by John 8. 
Davidson, grand master, F. and A. Masons of 
Georgia. Many distinguished persons were 
present, among them General Joseph E, John- 
ston, General James Longstreet and General 
BE. Kirby-Smith. Many mementos of the war 
Were deposited in the cornerstone, among 
them a spur made of a piece of cannon cap- 
tured by the confederates at the first battle 
of Manassas, worn by neral Longstreet 
during the war and contributed by him, Un- 
der the supervision of the building committee 
and the architects, Messrs. Bruce and Mor- 
an, this building was erected by Austin & 
oyiston, contractors, and finally completed 
early in January, 189!. Its erection exhausted 
the fund in hand, and eight members of the 
board of ‘trustees cantributed $25 each to pay 
one year’s insurance thereon. In 1891, being 
entirely free from debt, and again in 1892, it 
was tendered to the state for a Confederate 
Soldiers’ home; but was both times rejected 
by the legislature. On the 14th of February, 
1893, a bill in equity was filed for the sale 
of the property, there being no funds with 
which to open and maintain it, and, after 
some litigation, on December 17, 1895, a de- 
cree was rendered that the property be sold 
and commissioners appointed for that pur- 
pose. During: the year of 1897, the property 
was advertised and offered at private sale or 
lease, but no bids were received. On the first 
Tuesday in April, 1898, after due advertise- 
ment, the home was exposed for sale at the 
court house door of Fulton equnty, and not 
bringing a. satisfactory price, was bid in, On 
May 2 1899, it was again. exposed for sale at 
public outery and the price ac which it was 
bid off not being satisfactory, the court re- 
fused to cdnfirm the sale. 

The Reunion Asssociation of Atlanta, havin 
proposed to give to the home a surplus le 
over of $3,394.75 if the legislature would ac- 
cept it by January 1, 1901, it was in October, 
1898, again. tendered the state through the 
legislature, but the bill was laid on the table. 
In October, 1900, the governor having recom- 
mended its acceptance by the state, and the 
same having been unanimously indorsed by 
the Georgia divisions of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans at Augusta, by the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy at Savannah, 
and by other organizations and citizens, it 
was on the 19th day of December, 1900, ac- 
cepted by the state, through the legislature, 
and $15,000 appropriated for its maintenance 
and provision made for the appointment of a 
sone g of trustees by thee governor, who there-

Endeavors To Prove English Loco- 


motives the Best. 

London, June 3—Sir Alfred Hickman, 
former president of the British Iron 
Trade Association, has replied to the re- 
sponse of Lord George Hamilton, secreta- 
ry of state for India, to his- recent attack 
in the house of commons upon American- 
built locomotives and bridges. He quotes 
from the report of the Burmah Railway 
Company for the first half of 1900 tos 
show that American locomotives used on 
the line burned 35.5 per cent more fuel 
per train for each mile than British-built 


locomotives; and he declares that the al- | 


terations alluded to'by Lord George 
Hamilton were made in the tenders only 
So as to enable the carrying of more fuel. 
After inquiring why certain reports have 
not been published, he says: ‘‘The Bur- 
mah railway officials seem resolved to 
screen the Americans at all cost.”’ 

After inquiring why. if American com- 
petition is founded on superior chemical 
research and, technical education, Brit- 
ish makers should be full of orders from 
Americans to deliver immediately at any 
price, he remarks: 

“Surely that is some evidence that the 
world outside the Indian railway officials 
consider British engines and material bet- 
ter and in reality cheaper. The official 
locomotive engineer reports to the Bur- 
mah railway that the engines show early 
signs of wear and want of strength and 
that cheapness in the first cost is not 
true economy.”’ 

Sir Alfred then cites Egyptian railway 
reports against Beigian engines and 
quotes from an Assam railway report 
dated April 16, 1901, saying that American 
locomotives take 24 per cent more coal 
and 25 per cent more oil than British. 
This, Sir Alfred avers, conclusively 
proves bad workmanship. 

He affirms that the great advantage 
which continental’ and American manu- 
facturers have over British manufactu- 
rers is due to what practically amounts 
to export bounties.

Files Petition in Bankruptcy 
in New York 


SAYS SOW IN ATLANTA 
“WAKES: UNJUST CLAIM 


Crocker Had Lost All in Mining in 
Mexico—Borrowed Money He 
Lost—When He Inherited 
Some, Made It Over 
to Creditors. 


* 


New York, June 3.—A petition in bank- 
ruptcy, which is accompanied by the 
‘pauper’s oath’’ to the effect that the 
petitioner had not the necessary funds 
with which to pay the costs of filing the 
petition, was filed in the clerk's office 
of the United States district court by 
Alvin E. Crocker, of this city, today. 
The petitioner places his total HMabilities 
at $33,783. Among the secured creditors 
are Oliver P. Crocker in the sum of $7,003, 
but this. claim is indorsed by the peti- 
tioner ‘‘without consideration; this debt 
is not just, and is. contested.”’ 

Mr. Crocker is a brother of the late 
Benjamin R. Crocker, the California mil- 
fionaire, who died recently. By will Mr. 
Crocker left his estate to his wife. As 
she pre-deceased him, the estate will be 
divided among the next of kin. Alvin 
E. Crocker’s share is estimated to be 
about $650,000. Alvin Crocker was inter- 
ested for many years in mining ventures 
in Mexico with varying success. His last 
venture, however, his lawyer says, ruined 
him. .He promoted the San Javior Min- 
ing and Milling Company of Mexico and 
borrowed money to finance it. The mine 
was not the money-maker he expected it 
to be and he finally obtained an exten- 
sion of time from his creditors. 

Nearly all of the $33,783 included in the 
schedule is due to persons who lost 
money in the mining company or who 
advanced money to carry on the work of 
the company. A#® seon as Mr, Crocker 
learned that money was due him under 
the will, or from the estate, of his broth- 
er, he took steps to pay all the creditors. 
His son, Oliver P, Crocker, formerly of 
Chicago, but now of Atlanta, Ga., agreed 
to pay all the debts tn exchange for an 
assignment of his father’s interest in the 
California: property. The assignment was 
fully executed and then, the lawyer says, 
the son refused ‘to.carry out his part 
of the bargain... Mr: Crocker was deter- 
mined that the creditors should be paid, 
and, as there. wasino other way to set 
aside the assigninént, he filed his peti- 
tion in bankruptey fn.the United States 
court. Under -th¢'law the’ petition will 
set aside the assignments made within 
four months unless the assignees can 
show that they gave valid consideration 
for them. 


HE CANNOT FIND STANDARD 


City Marshal Wants Proper Weights 
and Measures. 


WOULD MAKE INVESTIGATION 


Search Discloses Fact That Ordinary 
Has Not the Standard and 
Riley Can’t Work. 


According to section 1382, of the city 
code, the city marshal {s required to pro- 
cure from the ordinary of Fulton county 
a set of standard weights and measures, 
and shall examine every scale and other 
instrument for weighing and measuring in 
the city. All weights and measures must 
conform to that standard, and for each 
examination and arrangement of scales, 
weighing machines or measures the mar- 
shal ig entitled to receive 10 cents. If he 
finds the scales in proper condition he 
stamps them with the letter A. 

City Marshal Riley is ready and willing, 
he says, to proceed to examine all the 
scales and measures in the city, but he 
cannot find the standard required by law. 
The work of making this examination is 
@ laborious one, but probably means a 
revenue.~to the marsbal of about $500. 

In preparing to start out on his tour 
of investigation the marshal called at 
the ordinary’s effice to get the preper 
standard of weights and measures. He 
Says he could not find them, and was told 
that they had been turned over to the 
board of county commissioners.

PENSION ROLL 


Over Forly Thousand Names 
Added to It During Year, 


REPORT OF COMMISSIONER 


Number of Pensions Granted 
Account of the Different 
‘Wars — This Year Will 
Show an Increase of 
Pensions. 


on 


Washington, June 3.—The commissioner 
of pensions report for the eleven months 


of the fiscal year ending May 3ist is in 


substance. as follows: 

_ Original: pensions have been granted: 
widows, 2; 
for account of Indian wars, widows, 12; 
survivors, 7; for account of Mexican war, 
widows, 3825; survivors, 14; for account 
of service prior to 1861, 6, making a total 
of 466 pensioned for account of service 
prior to the civil war, 

For account of the civil war there have 
been pensioned for disabilities incurred 
in service: Invalids, 1,051; for disabilities 
as provided bv act of 1890, invalids, 16,- 
852; for widows under old laws. 2,901; for 
widows under act of 189, and amend- 
ments, 14,479; for nurses, 2%, making a 
total original issues account of the civil 
war of 35,308, 

In addition to this number there have 
been restored to the rolis 4,100 names that 
were previously dropped or suspended for 
various causes. 

Theré are now about 160,000 of those 
drawing under the act of 1890 and amend- 
ments that receive the maximum rate of 
$12 per month. There have been 619 pen- 
sioned that carried a total of $927,314 (an 
average of $1,514 each) as first payments. 
A large per cent of these cases are known 
as ‘‘uld minors’’ and only appear on the 
rolls tor the one payment. 

For account of service in the war with 
Spain there have been granted 2,369 pen- 
sions to invalids and 1,156 pensions to 
widows and dependents. The total num- 
ber of claims filed for account of this 
war to date has been 43,874. 

Under the act of March 3, 1901, pro- 
viding for the repensioning of widows 
who remarried and again became widows 
there have been 1,90 claims filed. 

There will be an increase in the number 
of pensioners on the rolls at the ciose of 
the: present fiscal year, June. 30, 1901, over 
the previous year. 

Congress appropriated $700,000 for medi- 
cal examinations this year, but the de- 
mand for examinations has been so great 
that the appropriation wil] not be suffi- 
cient. 

In addition there have been issued for 
increases, re-rating and accrued pensions, 
50,690 certificates, or the bureau has writ- 
ten for all classes! 94,077 certificates. 

There have been 43,397 names added to 
the rolls since July 1, 1900,

Their New Emblem. 


When Alice Stone Blackwell, of Bos- 
ton, daughter of Lucy Stone, the fa- 
mous suffragist, proclaimed to the wo- 


lis that suffragists must “shake” the 
hen hereafter and take the eagle as 
their emblem, she did not stop to think 
of the traits of the favored bird. 

There was a geheral cackling of en- 
thusiasm over the announcement, 
though it was not explained to the 
delegates present why there should be 
a transfer of their affections. There 
was evidently a general impression 
that if they were eagles they would 
soar to great heights. . 

There are other things to be consid- 
ered about the eagle and the hen. As 
The Chicago Tribune points out: 

When the habits of the eagle are con- 
sidered the selection does not seem to be 
a happy one from any point of view, Much 
can be said for the hen. Although she 
does get mad when she is wet and has 
no sense about crossing a road she is the 
most useful member of the winged com- 
munity, whether considered from the point 
of view of eggs, broilers, or stew. Like- 
wise, much can be said of the nightin- 
gale friend of ‘“‘the silver moon” «nd jin- 
spirer of poets, but what can be said for 
that grest, lumbering, baldheaded, cow/ 
ardly tif, the eagle? He has not a tithe 
of the beauty of either hen or nightingale.

Miss Blackwell says, ‘Woe betide the 
male chicken hawks which swoop upon 
her’ offspring.”” Miss Blackwell is not s0 
well up in ornithology as in suffrage. One 
male chicken hawk can rout a gang of 
eagles, male or female. The eagle is fierce 
when it encounters a mouse, cr an owl, 
or a sheep, but when it is out stealing 
tion, any old hen can shoo it away.

This nation has all the powers that 
rightfully belong to a sovereign interna- 
tional state and may acquire territory 
without incorporating such territory as an 
integral part of itself. 

The simple act of acquisition by treaty 
or otherwise does not automatically bring 
about guch incorporation; and incorpora- 
tion is effected only by the will of the 
states acting consciously through con- 
gress. ; 

Porto Rico is not a part of the United 
States, but “a territory appurtenant and 
belonging to the United States.’”’ Tariffs 
established by congress upon goods com- 
ing from or going to Porto Rico are valid 
and collectible. The Foraker act is con- 
stitutional. 

Congress has full power over the terri- 
tories, may regulate and dispose of them, 
may at its discretion extend the constitu- 
tion to them, may admit them as states, 
or may hold them indefinitely as territo- 
ries, colonies or derendencies. 

Porto Rico is not a “foreign country” 
and therefore the Dingley law. which 
levies dutfes upon goods imported “from 
foreign countries,’’ does not .apply to 
Porto Rico. Nor yet is “Porto Rico a 
part of the United States.’’ It fs a do- 
mestic territory, over which congress has 
‘unrestricted control,” — 

The area covered by the flag of the 
United States mav consist of states, 
organized territories on the way to 
statehood and other territory subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

Congress can legislate for different 
territories according to their varving 
conditions and réquiremenfs. While 
the status of the inhabitants has not 
been specifically passed upon, as Jus- 
tice Brown pointed out, it is clear that 
the majority of the court held that cit- 
izenship in American p sions is 
not necessarily citizenship of the Unit- 
ed States. 

In his opinion sustaining the ma- 
jority position, Mr. Justice White, 
whose opinion -was concurred in by 
Messrs. Gray and Shiras, said:

| lawful for,the United States to take pos- 
session of and hold in the exercise of its 
sovereign power a particular territory.

The Demand for Reform. 

Demand for reform in the divorce 
laws of the country finds expression 
in the newspapers and pulpits of all 
sections. The decision of the supreme 
court, which pointed out the invalidity 
of certain divorces, and, by necessary 
inference, of marriages which follow- 
ed, has served to draw public atten- 
tion to the present condition of af- 
fairs as it has not been drawn. before, 
and there is a consequent growth of 
—_ that reforms may soon be set on 

oot. 

Quoting recent expressions in the 
columns of The Constitution, The Phil- 
adelphia Press says: 

One of the most helpful signs of reform 
comes from the south. Those who have 
agitated for uniform divorce laws by the 
States have had little hope that that uni- 
formity can be brought about. The diffi- 
culties in the way of such a result are 
well nigh insurmountable. To bring forty- 
five state legislatures made up of several 
thousand men of many different ways of 
thinking to one view of the subject would 
be practically impossible. The only other 
way to secure uniformity in divorce laws

(is by congressional enactment, and to 


authorize such a law a_ constitutional 
amendment would probably be necessary. 
But in the way of such an amendment 
has stood the reluctance of the states, 
and especially the séuthern states, to 
yield any more power to the general gov- 
ernment. Some utterances of southern 
newspapers have, 
only a willingness but a desire that con- 
gress be clothed with the power to pass 
a divorce law applicable to the whole 
country. 

The Press expresses the opinion that 
there would be oppositien to a fed- 
eral divorce law in some of the north- 
ern states, ‘but it does not believe that 
opposition would be very 
“Sentiment,” says The Press, “has de- 
veloped rapidly on the subject of late 
and the supreme court’s decisions have 
helped to crystallize.it; and if the 
state’s rights fear of national action on 
this question can be dissipated, it is 
probable that a reform can be brought 
about.”

MRS. BECKHAM WILL ENTER. - 
TRAPPIST MONASTERY. TODAY 


Louisville, Ky., June 3.—(Special.)—To- 
morrow the wife of Governor Beckham 
will visit the Trappist monastery. Only 
once before, in the half century of its 
existence, has a woman's foot trod the 
echoing halls and corridors of grewsome 
Gethsemane Abbey. That was when Mrs. 
J. Proctor Knott, wife of the governor of 
Kentucky, was admitted. eg 

The rules regulating admission to a 
Trappist monastery are rigid. When the 
order was founded in France it was in- 
corporated ‘n the laws that the only wo. 
men to gain access to any community of 
the white cowl was the wife of the rcign- 
ing king or prince. Sincé& there is no 
royalty in this country, the rules here are 
that the wife of the president or the wife 
of the governor of the ‘state where the 
monastery is located may be admitted. 

Many women have tried to gain admiit- 
tance to the famous home of the silent 
brothe-hood. On one occasion a. woman 
donned man’s attire and sought to pass 
the little old monk in a brown cowl] who 
keeps the porter’s lodge. But her agita- 
tion gave her away, and when he sternly 
esked her if she was a woman she tcld 
him the truth. 

Many famous women have been dented 
admittance to the abbey. Just inside of 
the gate to the monastery is a sign bear- 
ing this inscription: ‘““‘Women forbidden to 
pass these gates under penalty of excom- 
munication.’’ 

The founder of the original order was 
St. Benedict, a holy man of Italy, wh? 
undertook a life of contemplation, man- 
ual labor, prayer, fasting and abstinence 
as a sacrifice to God for his sins. This 
life he took up in the year 480, but it was 
not until six centuries later, in 1170, that 
the first monastery founded on the rules 
laid Gown by St. Benedict was establish- 
ed. The monks maintained a strict silence 
except at times of prayer or at chapter 

eeting, where matters of religion or .af- 
fairs pertaining to the good of the order 
were discussed. They went to bed at 8 
o’clock' and arose at 2 o’clock in the 
morning to pray. 'They ate only one meal 
a Gay and then never ate meat. They 
each had whips or knotted cords with 
which they disciplined their flesh. 

By degrees the rules were relaxed, and 
the fasting, abstinence and contempla- 
tion were alrrost abandoned. But in the 
ycar 1700 the good Abbot Rence undertook 
a reformation of the order at La Trappe, 
in France, hence the hame Trappist. The 
order spredi all over France. Monas- 
teries were established in many places, 
and good men flocked into these monas- 
teries and soon transformed desert spots 
into gardens. 

It was in the year 1844 that the Rev. 


for a place to establish a new monastery. 
Previous to that time a little band of 
Trappists had penetrated’ the wilds of 
Africa with the ‘ntention of founding a 
branch hous3,‘ but the object met with 
defeat. Africa. was. no longer: to be 
thought of, so thy Abbot D. Maxine turn- 
ed his attention: across the Atlantic to 
the United States of America. 
On May 28, 188, two «f the monks, 
Fathér M. Paulin and Father Paul, set 
out for the new world in search of a site 
for a new monastery of the order of La 


cf La Trappe hed sent a little ‘band of 
religious people to Kentucky, the famous 
dark and bloody ground, They had estab- 
lished the first settlement in Kentucky. 
It was at what is called Rohan’s Knob, 
and is within nine miles of the present 
Abbey of Gethsemane. However, the com- 
thunity had not prospered, and after 4 
few years of futile efforts the little band 
of monks journeyed farther westward and 
for a’ while took up their residence clos: 
to the city of St. Louis. . Here they met 
with no better results, and finally return- 
ed home. Yet these monks had given 
such a glowing description of the possi- 
bilities of Kentucky that when Fathers 
Paulin and Paul returned, more than 
fifty years later, they immediately set 
out for Kentucky. Then, as now, Louis- 
ville was the most prosperous city in 
Kentucky. 

Bishop Flaget and his coadjutor, Bishop 
Svalding, did everything in their power 
to further the interests of the monks. 
Father LaVaille, secretary of Bishop 
Flaget, accompanied Father Paulin in his 
search through the state. The prospec- 
tors finally arrived at Loretto, a place 
about fifty-three miles from Louisville, 
where the Sisters of Loretto had estab- 
lished a community and conducted a 
school for girls. These sisters had a tract 
of land nine miles: west, to which they 
had given the name Gethsemane. This 
tract of land consisted of about 1,400 acres. 
It was offered to the monks and was 
finally accepted. The price paid for it 
ves $5, 

Fiather Paulin then returned to France 
and reported to his superior, Father D. 
Maxine. The work done by the monks 
sent to the new world was ratified, and 


‘on October 26, 1848, forty monks, in charge 


of Father Eutropius, left the Abbey of 
Mellary on their way to their new home 
in Kentucky. 

After many trials and tribulations the 
monks reached the shores of the ne# 
world. It was on December 4, 1848, thirty- 
two days after their departure from 
Havre, that the band of monks reached 
New Orleans. Then followed the journey 
up the Mississippi to Louisville, from

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Cadets and Politics. 


Brooklyn Eagle: It is not at all im- 
probable that the cadets who have been 
dismissed from West Point will appeal 
to the congressmen who sent them, and 
then we shall see what we shall see. If 
the army is to be politicalized, if cheap 
statesmen are held in higher respect than 
the trained soldiers of the nation, if a 
half dozen hobbledehoys are aliowed to 
override the authorities and prove them- 
selves to be “‘bigger’’ than the whole war 
department, or even than the administra.

But freedom of thought and opinion 
does not include license to violate the 
laws of the state. This is a point which 
some persons seem to pass over, to their 
hurt. The law requires that a man shall 
take care of those dependent upon him, 
and if he neglects them, the law will 
punish him. Views may differ as to 
what constitutes neglect, but the views 
taken by the law will prevail until the 
law Is changed, and all men must abide 
by it, whatever their beliefs may be, 
The man whom Judge Lent sentenced 
said that he would not pay his fine, but 
would “stand by his faith,” by which he 
meant that he would go to jail. But, of 
course, nobody asked him .to recant his 
faith. Like other citizens, many of them 
of widely varied forms of belief or non- 
belief, he was simply asked to obey the 
law of the state. It was not in the least 
necessary for him to approve it, but obey 
he must, and reasonable beings will not 
account him a martyr to his faith for 
going to jail. He will simply be acting 
a foolish part, and falling a victim to 
his own folly. age eS

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The Tariff on Woolens.

But 
there is no way to force people to buy 
woolen goods if they are unwilling to pay 
the price. Higher prices, other things be- 
ing equal, mean reduced consumption. In 
the case of woolens, the manufacturers 
are compelled to meet the demand for 
goods at a moderate price, and they can 
only do so by a ‘deterioration of the 
products. Hence the increased rise of 
cotton and shoddy in the manufacture of 
so-called woolens.

IN THE PUBLIC EYE. > 


Associate Justice Henry B. Brown, of 
the United States supreme court, who 
wrote the decision upon the Porto Rican 
case, Was appointed to his seat on the 
supreme bench in 189 by President Harri- 
son. He was born at South Lee, 
Mass., on March 2, 1836, was 
graduated from Yale in 186 and 
spent one year abroad in the study of 
the languages. He took his degree in law 
from Hervard in 1859 and settled in Detroit 
in that year. In 1861 Brown was appoint- 
ed United States deputy marshal and as- 
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sistant district attorney. His first judicial 
post was on the county bench, and his 
first important position was that of fed- 
eral judge of the eastern Michigan dis- 
trict, to which he was appointed in 1875 
by President Grant, and in that capacity 
he served until December, 1890. On Jan- 
uary 6, 1891, he took his seat on the su- 
preme bench. 


Leonor Fresnel Loree, who was recently 
elected president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad in place of John K. Cowen, 
resigned, is at present the fourth vice 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and a thoroughgoing railroad man in 
every respect. He was born at Fulton 
City, Tl, in 1858, and after his graduation 
from Rutgers college he secured a pcsi- 
tion in the engineering department of the 
Pennsylvania.

ed‘to the important post he now holds.

Several Councilmen Opposed Motion 
To Read the Proposed Ordinance 
the Second ‘Time, and They.

Council on yesterday failed to take ac- 
tion in regard to the inside track ques- 
tion at Grant park.

He said the ordinance should be 
printed and copies given to members of 
council that they might be familiar with 
the measure before action was taken on 
it. He said it should be allowed to lay 
over until the next meeting of council, 
which takes place in two weeks. 

Alderman Welch answered that he be- 
HMeved every legal requirement had been 
complied with in connection with the ap- 
plications considered by the ccmmittee. 
Mr. Hill said that might be so, but he 
wanted the matter considered on its mer- 
its. “‘We all agreed,’ said he, “that we 
would not consider matters of this kind 
while Councilman Reed, who is absent on 
account of the serious illness of his wife, 
was not present, and I think we should 
stand by that agreement. I call upon 
Councilman Rawson to know if that 
agreement is' not still in existence.”’

A. L. Mindell, a young white man twen- 
ty-eignt years of age. and his wife, twen- 
ty-four years old, were arrested and lock- 
ed up in the polite station last night on 
the serious charge of starving their four- 
teen months old daughter. The state- 
ments of neighbors of the Mindells make 
the case one of the most startlingly sen- 
sational ever brought to light in Atlanta. 
These statementg are to the effect that 
the parents have hran dwarfing the de- 
velopment of the child by starvation. The 
father is credited with the remark that 
the baby was being dwarfed into a mid- 
get in order that he and his wife might 


. realize a fortune from its deformity. 


The arrest was made on complaint of 
neighbors, and after a thorough invesfi- 
gation by Call Officer 8. T. Tibbs. The 
couple were taken into custody last night 
shortly before 10 o’clock at 272 Sunset 
avenue, in the western portion of the 
city, by Call Officers Tibbs and Chandler. 

The mother and father are charged with 
treatment of a most inhuman character. 
The little babe is undersized, emaciated 
and in a pitiable condition. . 

Chief Ball specially interested himself in 
the oase, and he remained at the police 
station until nearly midnight. He ques- 
tioned the prisoners, and after hearing a 
report from Officer Tibbs, he ordered 
them docketed “disorderly conduct” and 
marked ‘‘hold.’? The case was set for a 
hearing before Recorder Broyles this af- 
ternoon at 2:30 o’clock, wnen the charges 
will be fully aired and the guilt or in- 
—e erg parents determined.

noon shortly before 3 o’clock, when a 
telephoné message was received to the 
effect that a man and woman at 272 Sun- 
set avenue were starving their baby to 
death. 

Keeps Its Hands Tied. 
It is claimed by the neighbors that the

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baby is not fed, and 1t is charged that 
the father when at home keeps its hands 
tied. The mother and father left the 
house together yesterday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock, and before leaving the latter 
bound the little, emaciated hands -to- 


gether. ‘ P 
Mrs. Gower stated to the officer that 


| after they had gone a short distance the 


mother came back to the house and whis- 
pered to Mrs. Gower’s little ten-year-old 
girl to go into the room and untie the 
child. It had been left bound in gq rocking 
chair. 

The little girl did as requested and the 
ehilld was taken into Mrs. Gower’s por- 
tion of the house; where it was given 
attention. Mrs. Gower says that the pa- 
rents have been acting very strange, leav- 
ing the infant alone in the house for six 
and eight hours at a time, without even 
asking any one to look after it. She 
states that she has told Mindell that the 
baby was sick and needed attention, and 
that he only replied that it cried because 
it was mean. 

She informed the officer she was of the 
opinion that the parents were trying to 
get rid of the child. It is also stated that 
Mindell and his wife intended leaving the 
city last night, and it is believed that they 
intended to desert the child. ;

Parents Under Arrest. 

The officers left instructions that they 
be notified at the police station when the 
parents returned. About 9$ o’clock last 
night the expected message was received 
and Officers Tibbs and Chandler mount- 
ed their wheels and hurried to the place. 
When they arrived Mindell and his wife 
had retired. They were awakened and 
placed under arrest and shortly after- 
ward were sent to the station in the pa- 
trol wagon. 

Mindelt carried the: child in his arms 
throughout the trip. In the station ser- 
geant’s office Mrs. Mindell broke down 
and wept and moaned piteously. She ap- 
pealed to Chief Ball not to lock them up. 
Mindell was very affectionate with the 
child, and while talKing to Chief Ball 
kissed it. Both husband and wife ap- 
peared greatly wrought up over their ar- 
rest. 

The officers at once realized the condi- 
tion of the baby and Dr. J. W. Hutt, 
the city physician, was summoned to the 
police station. He afrived shortly after- 
ward and made a close examination of 
the child. 

Weighed Five and Half Pounds. 


At the conclusion of- the examination 
he stated that the child needed nourish- 
ment. He said that it would not weigh 
over five and a half pounds, while he 
stated that an average fourteen-months- 
old child would weigh twenty pounds, 
The mother claims that it weighed only 
three pounds at birth. 

It required only a casual glance to con- 
vince anyone that the child was sick and 
needed attention badly. It is pale, very 
small, and its limbs are undeveloped. ‘In 
all of the excitement and noise at the 
police station the babe never uttered a 
sound. and appeared oblivious to its sur- 
roundings. 

Chief Ball dispatched Officer Chandler 
to a drug store and procured some malt- 
ed milk, which was fed to the child. 

Before going to the Sunset ave- 
nue house the Mindells resided in 
the rear of the Atkins house at 
35 Auburn avenue.

J. W. KIRKPATRICK 
_ DIES AT DECATUR 


Pioneer. Citizen Was in His Eighty- 
Fifth Year, 


RAISED IN DEKALB COUNTY 


Moved There from Morgan County 
When Ten Years Old. 


HE WILL BE BURIED TOMORROW 


Body To Be Borne to Grave by 
Officers of Church He Served 
for Fifty Years. 


J. W. Kirkpatrick, for nearly three- 
quarters of a century one of the honored 
and respected citizens of DeKalb county, 
died yesterday afternoon at 3:15 o clock 
at his home, near Decatur. 

At the time of his death Mr. Kirkpat- 
rick was in his eighty-fifth year. 

He jeaves three sons and three daugh- 
ters—J. C. Kirkpatrick, of Kirkwood; J. 
H., Kirkpatrick, of Decatur; W. M. Kirk- 
patrick, of Atlanta; Mrs, F: I. Stone, of 
Atlanta; Mrs. Chalmers Fraser, of Lan- 
caster, 8. C., and Miss Lizzie Kirkpat- 
rick, of Decatur. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock from the Presbyte- 
rian church at Decatur. The funeral] ser- 
vice wil] be conducted by Rey. A. A. 
Patton, pastor of that church. The pell- 
bearers will be the officers of the Presby- 
terian church, of which Mr. Kirkpatrick 
Was an elder for more than fifty years. 
The interment will be made at the cem- 
etery ‘at Decatur. . 

Mr, Kirkpatrick was born in Morga

Some Councimen Far L[- 
censing Turf brchanges, 


OTHERS OPPOSE THE IDEA 


Final Action on Question Will Be 
Taken at Next Meeting—Ordi- 
nance Affecting Saloons 
Is Introduced and 
Referred. 


There is every reason to believe that 
council will see a lively time before the 
tutf exchange question has been set- 
tled to the entire satisfaction of all the 
members of that body. 

During the meeting yesterday after- 
noon Councilman Kontsz, chairman of the 
ordinance committee, reported that al- 
though several attempts had been made 
to have a meeting of his committee to 
pass upon his ordinance designed to abol- 
ish turf exchanges, this had been impos- 
sible on account of special meetings of 
council] and other committees. ; 

He asked to have his ordinance take 
up and disposed of by the general coun- 
cil without a report from the committee. 
This motion, however, wag opposed, sev- 
eral members of council insisting that 
the paper should first be considered by 
the committees to which it had originally 
been referred. Councilman Barrett said 
he did not care one way or the other 
about the matter but thought that the 
operators of turf exchanges should be 
given a hearing before final action was 
had. 

Councilman Kontz replied that meetings 
of his committee had been well adver- 
tised in the papers, and yet he had never 
seen any exchange owners present when 
an effort was made to have a meeting. 
The motion to have council act on the 
paper was lost. It is still in the hands 
of the ordinance and police committees 
for consideration and report. Councilman 
Kontz announced that a meeting of these 
committees would be held next Monday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

Would License Exchanges. 

While this discussion was in progress, 
Councilman Minhinnett stated, that he 
should like to have the two committees 
consider the turf exchange ordinance 
which he had’ introduced in council at 
the first of the year. It was learned that 
this proposed ordinance had been tabled 
in committee meeting, and Mr. Minhin- 
nett said he should like to have it taken 
from the table. He made a motion to 
that effect and it was carried by a vote 
of 9 to 8. . 

The ordinance in question seeks to li- 
cense turf exchanges, allowing them to 
be operated in the city. According to the 
ordinance minors will not be allowed in 
the exchanges nor will they be. permitted 
to make bets through other persons. 
The exchenges in each instance are to be 
under rigid police surveillance, the sal- 
ary of a special officer being paid by the 
exchange proprietors. It is understood 
that the exchanges are in favor of this 
ordinance and are willing to pay @ li- 
cense fee of $1,500 or $2,000 a year to the 
city. 

Councilman Kontz is very much op- 
posed to the operation of turf exchanges 
and during the meeting of council yes- 
terday introduced another ordinance 
which seeks to make it unlawful for 
saloons to assist in making bets on any 
kind of races. Councilman Minhinnett 
said he was opposed to bets being made 
in barrooms, but thought it would be a 
good idea for the two committees to give 
his ordinance consideration. The ordi- 
nance was introduced some months ago 
by request and Mr, Minhinnett father- 
ed it. 

When Councilman Kontz introduced his 
last ordinance, Councilman Barrett said 
he desired to submit an amendment pro- 
viding that the ordinance, if adopted, 
should also cover bets on national, state, 
county and municipal elections. He 
stated that he thought the Kontz ordi- 
nance was not complete without these 


provisions, 
Text of Proposed Law. 
Councilman Kontz’s proposed ordinance 


is as follows: 

Be it ordained, by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, and it is ordained 
by the authority of the same, that section 
1544 of the code of 1899 of the city of Atlanta 
be amended, and the same is hereby amended, 
by adding in the fifth line of said section af- 
ter the words ‘“‘pools be sold’’ and before the 
word ‘‘providing,’’ ‘‘nor shall any such place, 
or any portion of the same, nor shall any place 
connecting therewith by any pessage way, be 
used for receiving bets or offers to bet, or 
placing of a bet or bets, on horse races, boat 
races, bicycle races, or any kind or descrip- 
tion of race, whether such race is to be run 
in the city of Atlanta or any place outside 
of said city, nor shall any telephone, telegraph 
or other like apparatus or instrument, nor shall 
any instrumentality, human or mechanical, be 
used in such place for betting, offering to bet, 
or placing of bets, on any race or races of the 
kind aforesaid, nor shall any information touch- 
ing such race Or races, nor any information 
concerning same be published or given out in 
any mafiner, whether orally, by black or other 
boards, writing, printing or otherwise, by the 
proprietor of such place or any agent or 
employee of his, or by any other person or 
persohs by his consent, nor shall any instru- 
mentality for the entertainment of the pa- 
trons of such place other than the sale of the 
goods and wares for which they have license 
be allowed in the same.’’ So that as amended 
said section shall read as follows: 3 

“Section 1544. No gaming table, gaming de- 
vise or apparatus shall be kept or used at any 
place for which license is granted, nor shall 
any game by cards, ten pins or music, or 
otherwise, be played at stich place for amuse- 
ment, exercise or for anything of value, nor 
shall any pools be sold, nor shall any place or 
any portion of the same, nor shall any place 
connecting therewith by a passage-way be used 
for receiving bets or offers to bet, or placing 
of a bet or bets, on horse races, boat races, 
bicycle races, or any kind or description of 
race, whether such race is to be run in the 
city of Atlanta, or any pl&ce outside of said 
city, nor shall any telephone, telegraph or 
any other like apparatus or instrument, nor 
shall-any instrumentality, human or mechan- 
teal, bé used in such place for betting, offer- 
ing to bet or placing of bets, on any’ race or 
races of the kind aforesaid, nor shall any

Exer- 
cises were held at 4 o'clock in the house 
of representatives at the capitol, and a 
thousand or more veterans heard a glow- 
ing eulogy pronounced on the late chief- 
tain of the confederacy by Colonel Albert 
H. Cox. It was one of the most brilliant 
oe ema that has been made by any 

ker on a similar occasion in Atlanta 
in a number of years. It infused the 
veterans with a splendid enthusiasm. 
Colonel Cox was interrupted time and 
again by prolonged applause, and at the 
conclusion of his speech three cheers were 
called for and given with startling vo!l- 
tme. The speech had been carefully pre- 
pared, and its sentiments were received 
with demonstrative epproval. 

Mrs. J. 8. Raine delivered bronze 
crosses.of honor to three or four veterans 
who were not on hand at the last pres- 
entation. 

Mrs. Yeates sang Captain John Mil- 
ledge’s spirited ‘“‘Bugle Song’’ with such 
splendid effect as to evoke a tremendous 
cutburst of applause. She was formally 
thanked by the veterans by a rising vote. 
Vhen Mrs. Yeates had concluded there 
were calls from all over the chamber for 
Captain “‘Tip’’ Harrison to sing: his song, 
“We Are Old-Time Confederates.”’ 

“Tip” Harrison Sings. 

Captzin Herrison consented, and with a 
number of his old comrades to assist him, 
gang the wong in such rousing fashion 
that before the second stanza was con- 
cluded nearly everybody in the hall had 
joined in. It was a tune they knew, and 
the song was swept irresistibly along to a 
triumphant finish. 

B. M. Blackburn introduced a resolution

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know would have succeeded if it lay in human 
heart or head.

There 
were Georgians who led many a well fought 
field and yet the law and the heart of Geor- 
gia consecrated no holiday to any son of her 
own, but yet consecrates this day—and one 
other day to Lee—this day to a representative 
of us all. Not to a Mississippian, but to a 
southerner, and because he did truly repre- 
sent us all, And in what? Not in secession— 
over that we were divided, On the statesman- 
ship of secession our great men differed, It 
Was not then that he captured and held all 
our hearts; but from the day that coercion be- 
came the battle cry of the north and self-de- 
fense became the watchword of the south he 
represented every true heart from the Rio 
Grande to the Potomac. 


Representative of the People. 

In a monarchy the sword of the sovereign 
ean touch the shoulder of a man and he rises 
a@ knight and a noble; but in a republic it 4s 
only by long service and faithful service and 
frequent approval of his people that any man, 
can claim to be representative of that higher 
sovereign—such a representative was Davis. 
He may have been wrong when there was .li- 
vision—heaven knows! I that come from a 
line of whigs, I bring this spotless lily to 
mix with the red roses of the old and flerce 
democracy. It may have been God's work; it 
may have been that there was no peaceful 
path. There are times when men are caught 
up as leaves in a whirlwind; when the Ruler 
of the Universe sends forth storms, tempests, 
darkness, lightning and destruction; when men 
treading amongst the mists of passion cannot 
tell the safest road. Thank God if they can 
and then do what is heroic! The safest side in 
great junctures leans to the mountain side, and 
when history shall make her molding of the 
fused facts and thoughts of that great strug- 
gle, it cannot be decreed that those were 
wholly wrong who resisted revolution when it 
first showed its front! 

I care nothing for the doctrine of eeeaien: 
I care nothing for the right of revolution. The 
south did not revolutionize, The south re- 
sisted a revolution. The south resisted a revo- 
lution in the constitution of our common coun- 
try. The constitution had to be changed tu 
fit the révolutionary success of the north. 
The south stood in self-defense, and from the 
time that the red lines were drawn out, until 
the end, and now and henceforth the great 
Head of it all represents us all, He repre- 
sented us in the conduct of the war and I 
challenge all who shall write history hereafter, 
to draw a comparison between the invasion 
of Pennsylvania and the invasion of Georgia. I 
challenge the world and all who come after 
us to write history to compare the conduct cf 
the confederate government in its constant 
Plea for the laws of civilized warfare to pre- 
vail and the constant violation of 
those laws or the fragmentary gov- 
ernment of the United States, I call from his 
grave every dead union soldfer that suffered 
and died at Andersonville and tell him with 
ghostly eyes to look upor the truth that he 
lay in Andersonville because his own govern- 
ment would not exchange him! So long as 
the south held an excess of prisoners toa be 
parolled, so long there was exchange, but the 
history in the archives at Washington itself 
will show that the instant that there were 
southerners to be parolled exchanges ceased, 
and so long as those archives rest in the vaults 
of the government or shall be transferred to 
the pages of history, so long shall stand upon 
record the’ solemn admission that the enemy 
lost when he received one soldier of his own 
for one of ours! 

An Indomitable Defense. 

He represented us in heroic, indomitable de- 
fense, which meant that we were struggling 
for liberty and that we were willing to fight 
to the last ditch for it. If we had made no 
resistance to this revolution, or if we had re- 
sisted feebly and with a willingness at any 


time to trade out of the trouble, what woul: 
have been the effect upon coming times? It 
would have assured all future revolutionists 
that it would be easy to overturn the govern- 
ment. It would have assured them that the 
children of America would not be willing to 
make any struggle at any great cost in ‘le- 
fense of the house of their own fathers, and the 
*result would have been the unutterable course 
of unstable government, the encouragement cf 
all revolutions; a state of everlasting uncer- 
tainty; a great people uncertain of themselves 
and distrustful of their neighbars. Such would 
have been the result of a weak and timorous 
policy upon the part of the people af the south 
in that great juncture. 

But our prestient represented the high heart 
of his own people. He held out the truth that 
we were fighting for liberty, and less than 
Hberty we would not receive unless overwhelm- 
ed; that we would continue fightt::¢ so Icng 
as that by any heroism there was any hope 
and never to surrender until all heroism would 
make n> hope.

rerented us in his crror; p> did not err. 

T am not one to take @ Mies from the lau- 
rels of the leader of the fer section. He 
Was a great man. It required cverwhelming 
power wielded by gigantic cenius to overwhelm 
these southern states led by Jefferson Pavis. 
But when tue praise comes that megnanimity 
in him, surpassing human nature, is to be corm-~ 
pared with a blind policy, heedless of results, 
then we may look to see the faéts upon which 
southern men shall praise an erstwhile foreign 
foe at the expense of our own’ beloved! The 
facts are (and they are in detail thet can- 
‘not be questioned, in the great book , of’ this 
| great man whom we honor today), that time 


the effusion of blood and the devastation of 
property might be stopped: and when at last 
the patriotic F. B, Blair came to Richmond 
and took back the message of Jefferson Da- 
viz, written in two forms, so that if one should 
not suit the sensibilities of Mr. Lincoln the 
other might, and when h2 returned with an 
appointment for commissioners to meet at 
Washington, and the commissioners went for- 
ward, they were stopped on the very ‘way; 
they were never allowed to reach the place of 
appointment, and from Hampton Roads those 
commissioners made a report, made in writing, 
which is in the books in writing, which shall 
go down in history as written, in which was 
no such thing as ‘‘union’’ at the top of the 
page and all sorts of concessions afterwards, 
but amounted to no more or less than uncon- 
diticnal surrender and subjugation of the south- 
ern states. 
Sublime as a Prisoner. 

He represented us afterwards. Great as he 
was as president, he was sublime as a prisoner. 
When after the curtain had fallen and the 
echoes of war had passed over the hills there 
was another bugle call, a ringing and ting- 


“ing call:of peace, which went over all our 


valleys and all our hills, calling upon these 
southern people to rise in the might and majes- 
ty of intelligence and character, to appeal from 
the verdict of war in which we were over- 
whelmed to the council board, to reason, to 
statesrmanship, from the material to the im- 
mortal! They rose up unconquered, as brave 
as man is ever brave; ard if you ask what 
enabled their hearts to rise so high: what en- 
abled them to remain unconquerable even by 
conquest itself, I will grant you that the heroes 
who had fallen answered us back with their 
inspirations when we looked toward heaven! 
But there was something more! In the soll- 
tary confinement of a cell there was a great 
man proving every day that human heroism 
can rise superior to all the manacl& and mis- 
fortunes of human fate. We could say we suf- 
fered, but not as he suffered. We endured 
trouble, but rot as he endured it, and if he 
could hold his high heart unbonded in the cell, 
we could be brave to meet the future with 
the blue sky of our land above us. Could hu- 
man heart rise higher? When a great artist 
in humen sentiment wished to put a glorious 
sentiment in the mcuth of mortal man to live 
forever, he selected to speak it a Roman of 
the olden school, and the Ifps of Jefferstn Da- 
vis could have uttered those words as fit- 
tingly as ever Roman hero or Roman states- 
man could.

Was there a higher heart? Until this time 
he sat upon a mountain peak of greatness, but 
there was an ascension even for him, and be- 
fore his saintly spirit ascended to the sky, a 
heighth possible to him only, because this 
man had at the base of his greatness a per- 
fect character. The microscopes of malice 
could find no flaw in the perfect jewel of 
that man’s life, and as he rose above the: pas- 
sions 2f most mortal men ané before he left 
shook hands with the divine! 

And herein it consists! ; 

He wrote a book. It is a great book. It is 
full of truths that every scvtherner ought to 
know, end on the last page of that book, the 
last page of the last volume, I can imagine 
the old and broken man as he sat at his desk, 
about to pen the last words cf a teng and great 
career; other things might become traditions: 
other things, might be mixed jn error; other 
things might become confused in recollection;

was to go Cown the corridors of literature: 
this was tobe as imortal as the human mind; 
it was to be the last stroke of a man's genius 
upon the world; and what did he write?

Did 
he recal! himself? ‘‘He that conquereth him- 
self is greater than he that taketh a city,’’ says 
the great Book and upon the last page of 
this last will and testament were two words 
written in the dead language in which the 
scriptures were written to live forever, ‘‘esto 
perpetua;*’’—may it last forever.

MILL MEN SEEKING TO 


RESTRICT CHILD LABOR 


BY ISMA DOOLY. 

“No, the action of the mill men of the 
state at the recent industrial convention 
at Warm Springs, where they passed 
certain resolutions pertaining to the child 
labor question, will In no war; affect the 
attitude of those people wh® are inter- 
ested in the movement to obtain legis- 
lation for child labor in Georgia,’’ was 
the reply of an interested member of the 
latter contingent when asked if the reso- 
lution referred to would be made a suD- 
stitute for the proposed legislation. 

The question ofitegislation to protect 
child labor in thé state has In no way 
subsided since a DIA to that effect was 
defeated in the last meeting of the legis- 
lature. An organized effort is being 
made to create public sentiment in favor 
of the necessity of legislation in this 
direction and to remove the question of 
a child lebor bill from the position it 
has been made to assume heretofore as 
being an issue between labor.and capital, 
and to make of & ratner one humanita- 
rian in principle that should appeal di- 
rectly to those‘interested in the indus- 
trial and economic development of the 
commonwealth, 

Although the press of the state has 
given comparatively little attention to 
the subject since it was brought before 
the last legislature, the press {n other 
sections of the country has kept its eyes 
open to the situation, and there is a 
general interest being manifested in the 
question of child labor as it presents {t- 
self in the Carolinas, Georgia and Ala- 
bama., . 

The action, therefore, of the mill men 
at their recent convention at Warm 
Springs was a timelv one, and the reso- 
lutions passed by them are of great im- 
port pending the meeting of the next 
legislature. The resolutions passed were 
as follows: 

“l. That the Georgia Industrial Asso- 
clation pledges its members to faithfully 
carry out the law of Georgia in the future 
as in the past; and that one week's work 
shall not exceed sixty-six hours. 

“2. That no child less than twelve years 
old shall work at night in any cotton 
or woolen mill under any circumstances, 
and that no child less than twelve years 
old shall be allowed to work therein at 
all—unless such child: has a widowed 
mother or physieaJly disabled parents who 
are dependent for support upon the labor 
of suchy child, or unless the child ean 
read or write, or unless the child attends 
school for four months of each calendar 
year, and provided, further, that no child 
under ten years of age shall be permitted 
to work in any such mill or factory under 
any circumstances. 

“3. That we approve the Nbera] appre-

“4. That the executive committee take 
steps to have all such mills or factories 
in Georgia, whether members of this as- 
sociation or not, to sign a written or 
printed agreement embodying the provi- 
sions of these resolutions. 

“5. That this association pledges the 
enforcement of these resolutions by its 
members, and directs its executive com- 
mittee to take all lawful steps to see to 
their adoption arm observance in letter 
and spirit by all the mills in Georgia. 

“6. That said agreement take effect Sep- 
tember 1, 1901.”’ 

“These resolutions passed by the mill 
owners and the principles of the resolu- 
tions enforced will do five times as much 
good to the people coming under them 
as could be accomplished by any law 
or form of compulsion,’’ said ah Atlanta 
man who attended the industrial conven- 
tion. 

“How can all the mill men be forced 
to comply with such resolutions unless 
the law compels them?” 

“Why they will be forced to do so, and 
the erring member will be published as 
the ‘black sheep of the flock.’.”’ 

The action of the mill men in their res- 
olutions is regarded by those favoring 
legislation for child labor as the first step 
in what promises to be one of the ex- 
citing issues of the forthcoming legisla- 
ture, and is similar to that taken by the 
mill men of North Carolina, who, appre- 
hending the introduction of a child labor 
bill in that state, made the following 
agreement: 

“We, the undersigned cotton mill own- 
ers and managers, agree to the following, 
taking effect March Ist, 1901: 

“(1) That one week's work shall not ex. 
ceed sixty-six hours, 

“(2) That no child less than twelve 
years old shall work in a cotton mill 
during the term of an available public 
school. 

“Provided that this shall not apply to 
children of widows or physically disabled 
parents. Provided further, that ten years 
shall be the lowest limit at which chil- 
dren may be worked under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“(3) That we will cooperate with any 
feasible plan to promote the education of 
the working people in the state and will] 
cheerfully submit to our part of the bur- 
dens and labors to advance the cause of 
general education. 

““(4) On the basis of the above agree- 
ments of the cotton mill owners and man.- 
agers we hereby petition the legislature 
not to pass any labor laws at this ses- 
sion of the legislature.” 


INSPECTORS FOR PORTO RICO. 


Fear That Chinese May Go There and 
Evade Law. 

Washington, June 3.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Taylor, of the treasury department, 
and Commissioner General Powderly have 
decided to send three immigrant inspec- 
tors to Porto Rico for permanent duty. It 
is feared that the recent decision of the 
supret..e ccurt in the insular cases may 
stimulate Chines? immigration to Porto 
Rico with the idea that once there they 
cannot be denied admission to the United 
States. The collectors of customs have 
hitherto acted as inspectors, and will con- 
tinue to do so, but the need for additional 
help in keep’ng out the Chinese is ap- 
tarent to the officials, and from now on 
the exclusion laws will be more rigidly 
enforce d.

The week 
har not been favorable to the growing crop. and 
as that feature is an all-important one, it has 
served to offset the continved prevalence of 
bearish surroundings, such as very heavy re- 
ceipts, poor trade and the hard to mouth pur- 
chasing by spinners. The bureau report seems 
conservative and fair. I regard the enormous 
acreage it announces as far more important 
than the poor condition.

' ditions. 


Opelika, Ala., June !.—As indicated in our 
last crop report, the rains had between. the 
{Oth and {5th of May, proved very beneficial. 
inasmuch as all the late planted cotton, and 
cotton that had not come up on account of lack 
of moisture, has come up since, and we have 
now good stands over this entire section. Dur- 
ing the first week of the second half of May we 
had dry weather with high temperature, and 
the plant ag ge og nicely, brt during the 
last week in May the temperature was entirely 
too low for this time of the year and cotton 
has not improved very much since. for the 
last three or four days we have had considera- 
ble rain, which, while not actually needed, will 
rrove bereficial to the growing crop. 

The acreage we consider has been in- 
creased over last year about 7 per cent for 
Alabama and Georgia. 

To sum up the total climatic conditions during 
the latter part of May, we consider that they 
have not mn very favorable to the crop, 
which is about three weeks late.

Putting a Limit on Experts. 


Philadelphia Bulletin: The P cae who 
is presiding over the Kennedy murder 
trial in New xork has announced that 
he proposes to restrict the number of 
handwriting experts who will be permit- 
ted to testify during the case to five on 
each side. The official prosecutor stren- 
uously objects to this on the ground that 
he has already engaged nine experts to 
pass on the alleged handwriting of- the 
risoner, but the judge declares that his 
ecision must stand, and the action he 
has taken deserves to be commended. 

The growing tendency to employ nu- 
merous hired expert witnesses, whether 
medical, chirographic or otherwise, in 
criminal cases, is too often carried to an 
extreme. If the value of this type of tes- 
timony is conceded in clearing up tech- 
nical points, it is plain that a small num- 
ber of competent men are likely to be 
quite as useful as a multitude. When 
successive relays are employed their con- 
flicting and often abstruse statements 
tend to confuse the minds of the jury 
as to the facts, the time consumed in 
hearing them drags out trials to a weari- 
some length, and the process of reach- 
ing a verdict entails needless expense, 
both for the state and the defense. 

Five experts on a side assuredly con- 
stitute a sufficiently liberal allowance. 
The interests of justice would be pro- 
moted if judges in other states would 
follow the example set in the Kennedy 
trial and impose a definite limit on the 
number of these individuals employed in 
capital cases.

The “Hat Trimming Case,” 


An interesting case which has been in 
the United States courts since 1884, fn- 
volving a matter of twenty million dol- 
lars, was practically settled by compro- 
mise the other day. The case was be- 
tween the United States on the one hand 
and various importers on the other, and 
was known as the famous “‘hat trimming 
case.’’ The question to be determifed 
was as to whether certain materials were 
used for trimming hats exclusively or 
could be used for other purposes. The 
matter has dragged along nearly twenty 
years now, and in that time nearly every 
milliner and dressmaker in the country 
has been called upon for expert testimony 
—even the editors of fashion periodicals 
have been subpdénaed. 

In relating its various technicalities and 
incidents, one of the counsel tells that in 
Philadelphia, where many of the hearingy 
took place, a fashionable milliner Was 
called in to prove the contention that 
there is'no such thing as a hat trimming 
material per se, but that anything can be 
used for that purpose. The lady in ques- 
tion was given a bonnet frame and some 
silk stockings and asked to show her skill, 
which she did by ripping oné of the hose, 
fitting it closely over ‘the frame, using 
others for rosettes, bands, etc., and, by 
the addition of a feather, plume or some 
other airy trifle, producing a very stun- 
ning capote, which was afterwards sold 
for a good round sum. The hat even ex- 
ceeded in beauty, it is said, the one made 
at an Easter hat party in Chicago a few 
weeks ago by Hamlin Garland, who work- 
ed hard for a prize with a wire frame, 
some tissue paper and the utter ignorance 
of his subject, which is said to be a fore- 
runner of success, not diverting the. mind, 
as accurate information is apt to do, by 
prejudices.—Gertrude F. Lynch, in Col- 
lier’s Weekly.
